OSBORNE GO-AHEAD 
FOR SUPER HOSPITAL

THE £370m Sandwell super hospital 
has been given the go-ahead in the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
autumn statement. 


George Osborne announced in the Commons that 
a new Private Finance Initiative would be used to 
build the next generation of hospitals, including the 
Midland Metropolitan Hospital in Smethwick. 

The development, which 
will be delivered by Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pital Trust, will be the pilot 
for what is known as Private 
Finance 2 in the health 
sector. The hospital was 
mentioned by name in the 
Chancellor’s statement. 

The Treasury has delayed 
the financing of the project, 
due to a review of Private 
Finance Initiatives (PFI), 
but under the new scheme 
the project is expected to get 
underway. 

Revised PFI deals will 
have to be signed within 18 
months and could involve 
the public sector taking 
stakes of up to 49 per cent in 
the projects. The new deals 
will see the public sector 
take a share of profits . 

Quality 

The hospital will be built 
on a former industrial area 
at Grove Lane, and will 
replace City Hospital, in 
Winson Green, and 
Sandwell Hospital. 

In a statement, Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pital Trust said: “This 
brings us one step closer to 
achieving our goal of provid¬ 
ing the highest quality 
healthcare from 21st 
century facilities for people 
in Sandwell and western 
Birmingham.” 

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
said: “We welcome the news 
that the plans for the super 
hospital are moving 
forward.” 


Woman in 
fire horror 
had been 
attacked 

A WOMAN who became 
engulfed in flames when her 
home was set on fire by an 
arsonist, had been attacked 
in her garden just before the 
blaze started. 

Louise Pilkington, aged 
31, suffered 15 per cent 
burns in the horrific drama 
in Haden Walk, Rowley 
Regis, on Sunday. 

Neighbours saw her run 
from her house with her 
clothes on fire. Screaming, 
she rolled around on a lawn 
to put out the flames. 

Firefighters found her 
nine-year-old and 13- 
month-old children safe. 

A man has been arrested 
on suspicion of attempted 
murder and is being treated 
in hospital for scorch 
injuries. 

Friends of Miss Pilking¬ 
ton have started an appeal 
for her and her children 
who are staying with grand¬ 
parents.

A MUGGER with an iron 
bar picked on the wrong 
man when he tried to rob 
grandfather Brian Roberts.

The drama happened as 
Mr Roberts, of Hill Top, 
West Bromwich, was with¬ 
drawing cash at the Lloyds 
Bank ATM in Walsall Road, 
Wednesbury. 

He felt someone jab him in 
the back, but thought it was 
a friend trying to wind him 
up. He turned to see a man 
wearing a balaclava, and 
ignored him. 

But when the would-be 
mugger threatened to lash 
out with the iron bar, Mr 
Roberts counter-attacked 
with his brolly - and his 
attacker fled. 

Chased 

“It was just a reaction,” 
said Mr Roberts, a 59-year- 
old mechanic at Brunswick 
Garage in Wednesbury.

Tougher 
new rules 
for town 
‘chuggers’ 

THE number of charity col¬ 
lectors in West Bromwich is 
to be limited to five under 
tough new plans to stop 
them pestering shoppers in 
the town centre. 

The so called “chuggers” 
or “charity muggers”, stop 
people, asking them to sign 
up for direct debits to donate 
to good causes. 

Under a new voluntary 
agreement set to be 
approved by council chiefs 
tomorrow (Friday), the 
charities will be limited to 
the areas and times they can 
operate. 

Similar schemes were 
introduced in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and Dudley. 

Under the agreement, 
chuggers can only fundraise 
on the pedestrianised area of 
High Street, excluding the 
area between the entrances 
to the shopping centres. 

A maximum of five collec¬ 
tors can operate at one time, 
and only one charity can be 
represented on any one day. 

The fundraisers must be 
spaced out along the High 
Street and there must not be 
more than three working 
either side of the Queens 
Square and Kings Square 
shopping centre entrances. 

Fundraising will also only 
take place on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Thursdays 
between 9am and 7pm. 

Retailer to 
close store 

FASHION retailer M&Co is 
to pull out of West 
Bromwich, putting nine jobs 
at risk. 

The store in the Queens 
Square shopping centre will 
close in the new year. 

Despite a number of shop 
closures recently, work is 
forging ahead on develop¬ 
ments worth hundreds of 
millions of pounds which 
will create thousands of jobs.

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Threatened charity saved by £ 600 k grant 


A SANDWELL charity facing 
closure has been saved after receiv¬ 
ing a grant of more than £600,000. 
Sandwell Young Carers feared 
closure due to lack of funds. 

But the organisation was rescued 
after being awarded cash from the 
Lottery’s Reaching Communities 
fund. 

The charity, which has helped 
young carers in the borough for 18 


years, has found the last two years to 
be most challenging, because of 
changes in grant aid. 

Facing closure, the organisation 
sought guidance and support from 
the Sandwell Council of Voluntary 
Organisations to which it is affili¬ 
ated. 

The SCVO and the charity worked 
together to prepare a revised busi¬ 
ness plan and funding strategy. The 


outcome of the partnership has seen 
the charity secure £624,702 in con¬ 
tracts and bids to deliver services to 
young carers in the form of short 
breaks, family activities, awareness 
raising, one-to-one and group 
support. 

Chief executive of the charity, 
Tracey Smith, said: “The support 
expressed by members, their fami¬ 
lies, and our supporters was phe¬ 


nomenal during this period and saw 
the young carers, individuals and 
groups holding charity events to 
raise funds for the Save Sandwell 
Young Carers Campaign. 

“The guidance and support given 
by Sandwell Council of Voluntary 
Organisations was also essential in 
creating a sustainable future for 
Sandwell Young Carers.” 


Waste wood recycling 
plant still on the cards 


PLANS for a £1 million waste plant in Wednes- 
bury which would create around a dozen new 
jobs, are still alive even though an application 
for the proposal was withdrawn. 

David Humphries, managing director of HE Humphries 
Ltd, said he intended to go ahead with the wood recycling 
plant having spent more than flmillion on equipment. 

The plans for the plant at a former steel works site in 
Portway Road, were withdrawn to provide planning officers 
at the council with more 
information on the car 
parking, Mr Humphries 
explained. 

“It made sense as if we 
didn’t provide the extra 
detail the application would 
have been refused, and we 
would have had to resubmit 
at an extra cost at a later 
date,” he added. 

Mr Humphries said he 
hoped to resubmit the plan¬ 
ning application in January 
and he hoped the plant could 
be up and running as early 
as March. 

The site was formerly 
used by Hughes & Sons 
Limited before it closed due 
to the decline in the steel 
trade in the West Midlands. 

Vacant 

Under the plans the 24- 
hour plant would take in 250 
tons of wood each week, 
burning the timber to create 
gas and generating electric¬ 
ity that would be fed into the 
national grid. 

Mr Humphries said: “The 
proposal will be good news 
for the area. It will bring 
back into use a piece of 
vacant land and also bring 
back jobs. 

“There will be no odour 
from the process. 

“The plant will be good for 
the environment, cutting 
down our carbon footprint.” 

Wood would be brought 
into the plant and sorted 
before being burned to 
create the gas, which can 
generate electricity. 


Homes to 
replace 
old pub 

A HOUSING estate will 
replace a former vandal- 
plagued pub and nearby 
open space in West 
Bromwich. 

A total of 45 homes will be 
built on the land at the junc¬ 
tion of Norbury Road and 
New Street, after the plans 
were approved last week. 

The site was previously 
home to The Globe pub and 
was used by travellers in 
May. 

The scheme includes 
eight homes with garages 
that would be privately- 
owned, while the remaining 
37 would be for rent with off- 
street parking. 

The proposals have been 
submitted to Sandwell 
Council by Galliford Try 
Construction Ltd and 
Midland Heart Ltd. 

Developers have high¬ 
lighted that the homes 
would be well-served by 
shops in nearby Hill Top, 
and bus stops along Norbury 
Road. 

The new estate would 
include a mix of properties, 
including 20 two-bed, 14 
three-bed, and 11 four-bed 
homes.

Delight as society decides

Chief executive Jonathan Westhoff, said it 
was hoped that work would start on the 
build as soon as possible with a view to 
moving in, in late 2014.

“I think for any borough in this area at the 
moment to either gain or retain a business of 
our size is clearly quite important,” he said. 

“I think we would all agree that given the 
regeneration that is going on in West 
Bromwich around Providence Place, we are 
perhaps merely adding to that revitalisation 
of the town. We will start work as soon as we 
can physically do it.”

Thieves at Christmas market are jailed 


TWO pickpockets, including one 
from the Black Country, caught 
stealing a purse from a shopper at 
the German market in Birmingham, 
have been jailed. 

Romanian nationals Ancuta 
Sarbaru, aged 23, of Hillbank, Tivi- 
dale, and Olnel Ilie, 24, of no fixed 
address, were found guilty of theft 
and jailed. 

Birmingham Magistrates’ Court 
heard how the pair were caught 


stealing a woman’s purse from her 
handbag at the market, as part of a 
police crackdown on thieves. 
Sarbaru was given six months and 
Ilie 26 weeks. 

Police also arrested a 29-year-old 
man from Willenhall on suspicion of 
theft after video footage was pro¬ 
vided to police of another incident at 
the market. 

Inspector Stuart Bill, from the 
city centre policing team, said two 


thefts a day were being reported to 
police during the market period. 

He said: “We are determined to 
ensure the safety of people who visit 
the market this year and a policing 
operation will remain in place 
throughout. 

“Millions of people will attend the 
market to soak up the atmosphere, 
snap up some presents and join in 
the Christmas spirit. 

“However, a small minority will 


see the large crowds as an opportu¬ 
nity to steal. 

“We have a policing operation in 
place and plainclothes officers are 
patrolling the markets, but there is 
something you can do to help 
prevent yourself from becoming a 
victim of pickpocketing.” 

Insp Bill urged people to keep 
their phones, purses and wallets 
secure and to zip up handbags to 
avoid displaying valuables. 


Council tackles owners 
of homes lying empty 


THOUSANDS of homes in Sandwell are empty 
despite the borough’s housing shortage, 
according to latest figures. 

Some 70 per cent of the empty properties are in the process 
of being sold, re-let or refurbished and will be lived in again 
in a few weeks or months. 

But there are about 1,300 privately-owned homes that 
have been empty for between six months and 14 years. Now 
Sandwell Council has 
launched a campaign to rid 
the borough of its run-down 
homes. 

Housing boss Councillor 
Simon Hackett said: “At a 
time when buying a home is 
out of reach of many first 
time buyers, and demands 
are being made for more and 
more land to be made avail¬ 
able to build affordable 
homes, leaving houses 
empty for months or years at 
a time is difficult to under¬ 
stand or accept. 

“In Sandwell we have 
always believed that empty 
homes are wasted homes. 

“Empty and neglected 
properties become a nui¬ 
sance and attract vandalism 
and fly-tipping.” 

Guidance 

Housing officers have 
been visiting hundreds of 
empty properties to check 
on their condition and make 
sure that they are safe. 

Councillor Hackett said: 
“Since April the council has 
written to the owners of over 
900 empty homes asking 
why their properties have 
been left empty and offering 
advice and guidance to help 
them bring the property 
back into use.” 

The council has approved 
plans to strip landlords who 
leave homes empty, of 
council tax exemptions to 
try to force them to bring 
properties back into use. 

And the council launched 
a leasing scheme which 
allows the council to manage 
properties for private 
owners to provide accommo¬ 
dation for homeless fami¬ 
lies. 


200 turn 
up for an 
alcohol 
roadshow 

MORE than 200 people 
spoke to professionals at an 
Alcohol Awareness Week 
information roadshow in 
West Bromwich. 

They talked to a number 
of agencies which make up 
the Sandwell Drug and 
Alcohol Partnership, at an 
event in Queens Square. 

The aim of Alcohol Aware¬ 
ness Week was to encourage 
people to discuss the health 
risks, social problems, 
stigmas and taboos linked to 
drinking too much. 

Sandwell Drug and 
Alcohol Partnership has also 
launched a website, 
www.sdap.co.uk to coincide 
with the week which will 
give residents and profes¬ 
sionals information on the 
help and support that is 
available locally. 

Partnership chairman Dr 
Carl Griffin said: “We do 
take alcohol-related harm 
very seriously. 

“It is important to talk 
about sensible drinking, 
how we can reduce the harm 
to people, families and com¬ 
munities, and how people 
can get help from the serv¬ 
ices we provide.”

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The past 
comes to 
life again 
at old hall 

VISITORS to West 
Bromwich’s historic Manor 
House will soon be able to 
marvel at a medieval feast in 
all its glory. 

Sandwell Council is trans¬ 
forming the Great Hall at 
the Hall Green Road site to 
take visitors back in time. 

The hall, the only surviv¬ 
ing part of the original 
complex, will eventually 
have new panelling, furnish¬ 
ings and furniture, laid out 
with meat, bread, soup, fish, 
mussels, pies and tarts. 

Museum service manager 
Frank Caldwell said: “We 
want to show the hall as it 
would have looked in the 
early 1400s, when it was 
used for ceremonial meals, 
celebrations and as the West 
Bromwich courthouse. 

“There is a sumptuous 
spread to satisfy the 
appetites of the people who 
would have fasted during 
advent - four weeks before 
Christmas.” 

Patterned wall textiles 
have been hung behind the 
raised platform at the end of 
the hall. 

The project is part of an 
£80,000 improvement 
scheme including access, 
new disabled toilets and 
landscaping which will open 
up the view of the south ele¬ 
vation from Hall Green 
Road. 

Homes at 
farm are 
rejected 

MOVES to convert a farm¬ 
house complex on the 
Walsall and Sandwell border 
into six apartments have 
been rejected by council 
planners. 

Outline proposals to 
transform the site in Chapel 
Lane were submitted for 
consideration by Walsall 
Council. 

It included dividing the 
residential farm complex 
with a first floor extension to 
create six homes. 

But it has been thrown 
out by officers due to con¬ 
cerns over the need for such 
a development and traffic 
flow. 

Head of planning David 
Elsworthy said: “The pro¬ 
posals would increase the 
number of residential units 
in an unsustainable loca¬ 
tion. There is already plenti¬ 
ful supply of available 
housing land in Walsall.” 


Business as usual vow in changeover 


COUNCIL tenants in Sandwell have been 
promised it will be “business as usual” in 
housing service centres when responsibility 
for housing matters returns to the council in 
the New Year. 

Norman Fletcher, general manager at 
Sandwell Homes, said: “The employees in 
housing will be as committed as ever to 
keeping up the standards of service to our 
tenants. 

“And we will be working to develop our 
services to tenants in the future as part of an 
ongoing plan to improve standards on our 
estates.” 


Mr Fletcher said both the council and 
Sandwell Homes were committed to a seam¬ 
less changeover and that tenants would see 
no difference in the service they received at 
the housing service centres. 

They would also see no change in the 
recently-introduced special freephone lines 
at libraries, and in late-night openings. 

And Mr Fletcher said housing employees 
would be working within a new Neighbour¬ 
hood Services Directorate at the council to 
come up with improvements. 

“During 2013 we will be turning our six 
offices into neighbourhood service centres 


and offering new services for local residents 
in the six towns,” he added. 

Councillor Simon Hackett, the council’s 
cabinet member for housing, said: “Both 
organisations are working closely together 
to ensure it’s business as usual for our 
tenants from January 1. 

Decision 

“The money saved by our decision to 
return management of council housing to 
the council will be ploughed back into 
improvements and frontline services.” 

The council’s decision followed the Gov¬ 


ernment cutting Decent Homes money for 
improvements. 

Councillor Hackett added: “We have a 10- 
year investment programme which will see 
us working to provide the next generation of 
good quality, warm and energy-efficient 
homes for the future. For the first time in a 
generation the council will build new 
council houses year on year.”

41 new hospital jobs to 
improve emergency cover 


A PLAN to create 41 jobs at acci¬ 
dent and emergency depart¬ 
ments in City and Sandwell 
hospitals will improve medical 
cover at weekends and at night, 
bosses say. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospital 
Trust agreed to develop plans for an invest¬ 
ment of £2.2million in emergency depart¬ 
ments. They were placed in special 
measures in July. 

A final decision on the plans will be made 
within weeks. 

Jobs include six consultants to boost 
numbers to 18 across the two hospitals. 

This would mean that a consultant would 
be in each department from 8am to mid¬ 
night, Monday to Friday, rather than finish¬ 
ing at 8pm, and there would be improved 
cover at weekends. 

Four middle grade doctors would see 
numbers in each department rise from eight 
to 10 and would also mean there would be 
an additional night shift at both sites. 

Efficiency 

This would increase the number of higher 
grade doctors in the department overnight 
to assess and treat patients more promptly, 
and to provide additional support and guid¬ 
ance to junior doctors out of hours. 

A report says 21 new nurses will “main¬ 
tain safety and improve efficiency” in acci¬ 
dent and emergency. 

An assistant head of nursing for emer¬ 
gency medicine will look after the depart¬ 
ments. 

New administrative and clerical staff 
would mean a dedicated clerk would be pro¬ 
vided from 10am to 2am with responsibility 
for registering all patients arriving by 
ambulance, generating patient notes for 
those requiring admission and ensuring all 
administrative tasks are completed. 

Trust head of communications, Jessamy 
Kinghorn said: “The aim of the plans is to 
maintain safety and improve efficiency at 
accident and emergency.”

A FAMILY-RUN shop is to close after more 
than 50 years due to struggling trade. 

Smiths Gallery, in High Street, West 
Bromwich, opened in 1960 and has become 
a well-known fixture in the town selling 
gifts and offering a picture framing 
service. 

But owners Patricia and David Cooke 
have decided to call it a day after 52 years 
and are now looking forward to retire¬ 
ment. Mr Cooke, aged 72, said it was no 
longer viable to keep the store running due 
to dwindling trade in the town centre. 

And he said developments such as the 
Tesco being built in the town would make 
it difficult for smaller businesses to con¬ 
tinue. The shop was set up by Mrs Cooke’s 
grandfather Harry J Smith in 
Handsworth, Birmingham, in the 1930s. It 
was taken over by her parents in the 1940s 


and the business expanded to include 
shops in Kings Square, St Michaels Street 
and the Arcade. The High Street store 
opened on November 24,1960 - the day Mr 
and Mrs Cooke got engaged. 

Over the years, the stores have closed 
leaving only the High Street branch oper¬ 
ating, and another store, Cooke’s Collec¬ 
tions, in Walsall. That will continue 
trading and is run by the couple’s daugh¬ 
ter Diane Curzey. 

Redundant 

Mr Cooke said the store had four 
members of staff, two full-time and two 
part-time, who will be made redundant 
when the store closes on Christmas Eve. 

Mr Cooke said: “It will be very sad when 
we close for the last time. Ironically, since 
the signs went up saying we were closing 
more people have come in.”

History group delight 
at poignant ta album 


STUNNED historians have 
been handed precious 
photographs of former Ter¬ 
ritorial Army servicemen 
from Staffordshire going 
back to 1911. 

The pictures document a 50-year 
history of the Cannock-based 213th 
Royal Engineers from their origins 
at Norton Hall in Norton Canes to 
the early years at their current drill 
hall, built in 1932, at Bridgtown. 

Most poignant are images from 
the First World War, showing local 
soldiers in France, and at training 
camps before the conflict started. 

The album was compiled by a 
Captain Lakeland, who lived at 
Heath Hayes and became a member 
of the Old Comrades Association, 
formed after the Second World War 
by the surviving Royal Engineers 
from the area. 

He handed it to fellow member 


by Marion Brennan 


and former regular soldier Bob 
Leighton, of Tudor Road, Hednes¬ 
ford, for safe keeping after he left 
Cannock for Wales to join the Royal 
Monmouth Royal Engineers 
Militia. That was 20 years ago. 

Bob has kept it in pristine condi¬ 
tion in his wardrobe ever since. 

Now the Bridgtown and District 
Local History Society wants to pre¬ 
serve the album for future genera¬ 
tions by placing it in their archives. 

Bob, now 80, says: “When 
Captain Lakeland gave it to me, he 
said ‘hold on to this.’ If the branch 
ever folded, I was going to send it to 
the Royal Engineers Museum at 
Chatham. 

“But the members of the history 
society are fascinated by it.” 

The album also contains newspa¬ 
per cuttings, memorial cards and 
even a telegram from the Queen at 
Balmoral wishing the Territorials 


well. The history of the 213th goes 
back to 1908 when the 2nd North 
Midland Field Company was estab¬ 
lished at Norton Hall, which was 
long ago destroyed by mining subsi¬ 
dence. Immediately before the 
First World War, it became known 
as the 213th Field Company. 

Later, the unit went to Egypt for 
a month before returning to France 
for the duration of the war. 

Private 

In the years preceding the 
Second World War it was regarded 
as one of the best within the 46th 
North Midland Division and known 
affectionately in the town as 
‘Cannock’s private army.’ 

The history group’s secretary 
Derrick Middleton said: “We were 
bowled over when we saw the book. 
It’s a wonderful record.” 

He said in the short-term the 
society would be using it in their 
talks and newsletters.

Family left shocked by 
collapse of ex-footballer

FORMER West Bromwich 
Albion youth footballer 
James Corns shrugged off 
the unwell feeling he had 
before heading off to work. It 
did not seem serious. 

But just hours later he collapsed and 
was taken to hospital with a poten¬ 
tially life-threatening condition. 

The father-of-three had encephali¬ 
tis, a swelling of the brain, and doctors 
at Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley 
said it was one of the worst cases they 
had seen. 

Almost five weeks on, the 33-year- 
old, who works at South Staffordshire 
Housing Association, is still in hospi¬ 
tal, unable to walk or say many words 
to his family. 


His mother Sandra Corns, aged 55, 
says she is very worried about him. 

“Fve been to see him as much as I 
possibly can. He is still not in a great 
condition. He can only speak a few 
words and can’t walk. 

She said: “The doctors say they have 
never seen a case as bad as his, so they 
can’t tell us what is going to happen.” 

Confusion 

Sandra, of Jenks Road, Wombourne, 
a former carer, said her builder son was 
fit and healthy but she knew some¬ 
thing was wrong in the days before his 
collapse on October 19. 

“It started with a headache and he 
had funny taste in his mouth. He was 
also a bit disoriented. I knew some¬ 
thing wasn’t quite right.” 

James, who lives in Common Road, 


Wombourne, with his wife Donna and 
children Honey-Rose, three, Billy, six, 
and Teddy-Boy, eight months, was in 
intensive care for a week and his family 
were told to prepare for the worst. 

A former Ounsdale High School 
pupil, James was a young apprentice at 
West Bromwich from the age of 14. He 
also played in youth teams for Stoke 
City and Blackburn Rovers. He now 
coaches young footballers. 

Encephalitis is usually caused by a 
virus. Symptoms include high temper¬ 
ature, headaches, nausea and vomit¬ 
ing, joint pain and in serious cases, 
confusion. 

Mr Corns’s friends have organised a 
charity football match on Saturday at 
Trysull playing fields at 1pm. Proceeds 
will go towards research into 
encephalitis.

Unions tell 
of fears as 
services are 
threatened 


UNION bosses have spoken of their fears 
after it was revealed Sandwell Council could 
have to make cuts of £1 OOmillion by 2017. 

Until now the council has been working on the basis that it 
has to save £75m up to 2015. But deputy leader Councillor 
Steve Eling has said he expects the Government’s Autumn 


Statement to show the 
borough has to make a 
further £25m cuts in the fol¬ 
lowing two years. 

This could hit the borough 
hard, according to Unite, 
which represents Sandwell 
Council workers. 

“We place the blame for 
this firmly at the feet of gov¬ 
ernment,” Unite spokesman 
Peter Clews said. 

Vulnerable 

“Sandwell is having to 
save a higher proportion of 
money than many other 
local authorities. The people 
affected will be the most vul¬ 
nerable - sick, disabled, 
elderly, the ones who rely on 
community centres, libraries 
and everything else. 

“With the level of spend¬ 
ing cuts projected, it’s going 
to be very difficult for 
Sandwell Council to keep 
hold of the services people in 
the borough rely on.” 

His colleague Brian 



Rickers agreed. “Our 
members are being pushed 
from pillar to post, and they 
are scared for their jobs,” he 
said. 

Sandwell Council has 
already made cutbacks to 
balance its books. The 
number of senior managers 
at the authority has been 
halved and former council 
buildings, including the 
former neighbourhood 
office in Cradley Heath, are 
due to be auctioned next 
month. 

And council chiefs 
approved plans to double 
the cost of car parking in 
Sandwell and introduce 
charges at 19 new sites. 

It means parking in 
central West Bromwich rises 
from 40p per hour to 80p, 
and from 20p to 40p per 
hour at car parks outside the 
town.

Banned driver who led police on 
high-speed chase is sent to jail 


A BANNED driver from 
Sandwell who led police on a 
seven-mile chase through 
residential streets at almost 
three times the speed limit 
has been jailed for nine 
months. 

Mohammed Asham was already on 
bail for a carbon copy offence when he 
was spotted at the wheel of a Vauxhall 
Insignia, Wolverhampton Crown Court 


heard last week. The 25-year-old sped 
away from a marked police car in Cake- 
more Road, Rowley Regis, and reached 
81mph in a 30mph zone during the 
pursuit, said Howard Searle, prosecut¬ 
ing. 

In the chase the Vauxhall went the 
wrong way round traffic islands, 
ignored give way signs and travelled on 
the wrong side of carriageways. 

The driver finally lost control and 
ploughed into a stationary van parked 
in Rosefield Road, Smethwick. 


The drama happened at about 
11.30pm on September 7. Asham, who 
was arrested at the scene, had been 
banned four months earlier and at the 
time of the chase was on bail for 
another offence of driving while dis¬ 
qualified, for which he subsequently 
received a short prison sentence, Mr 
Searle said. 

Jabeen Akhtar, defending, said 
Asham had unwisely decided to drive a 
friend home because the other person 
had drunk too much. 


She added: “He panicked when he 
saw the police. It was a wrong decision 
that landed him in more trouble when 
he started to drive dangerously.” 

Asham, a father, of Westfield Road, 
Smethwick, admitted to dangerous 
driving and driving while disqualified 
and was sent to prison by Judge Nichols 
Webb who told him: “It was a miracle 
that there had not been a collision 
earlier during the pursuit. It is no 
thanks to you that nobody was badly 
hurt.”

MORE than 35 students at Walsall College have taken on a 
restoration project to bring a vintage fire engine back to life.

He believed a new unit 
was still 18 months to two 
years away from opening. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust board last week 
backed the outline business 
plan. It still has to go to the 
Strategic Health Authority 
for final approval.

current ITU but this will 
definitely improve things. 

It would have a minimum 
of eight single-patient bed¬ 
rooms with en suites and 
two isolation rooms.

A NOTICE to improve children’s 
services in Walsall has been 
served on the council by the Gov¬ 
ernment in response to a 
damning Ofsted report into the 
care of vulnerable youngsters. 

Inspectors branded Walsall’s safeguard¬ 
ing services and its capacity to improve as 
inadequate following an inspection in June. 

Out of a total of 22 judgment areas, eight 
areas of practice were found to be inade¬ 
quate and children were found to be at 
“potential risk of harm”. 

It has led to the formation of an independ¬ 
ent board to oversee improvements in chil¬ 
dren’s services, as required by the 
improvement notice which is signed by 
Edward Timpson, parliamentary under sec¬ 
retary of state for children and families. 

Methods 

The notice states the council must take 
action to improve areas of weakness and 
ensure safeguarding and looked after chil¬ 
dren’s services meet all legislative require¬ 
ments. 

It also says the authority must then make 
arrangements to “sustain and build on the 
improvement secured”. 

Working with partner agencies, the 
council must demonstrate improvements in 
the quality and consistency of assessments, 
set out methods and timescales, develop and 
implement a risk assessment system and get 
feedback from children, families and staff. 

The notice also states a “comprehensive 
programme of induction, training, mentor¬ 
ing and continuous professional develop¬ 
ment” should be implemented to ensure 
staff have the skills to complete high quality 
and timely assessments. It mentions the 
role and leadership of Walsall Safeguarding 
Board should be strengthened and Edward 
Timpson must be provided with a written 
report every six months. 

Failure to comply with the notice can lead 
to further Government intervention.

Don't rebuild fire-hit factory 
near our homes, say residents 


24,000 die 
in the cold 

THERE were 24,000 deaths linked to 
cold weather last winter, new figures 
show. Almost 20,000 of the “excess 
winter deaths” were among people 
over the age of 75, the Office for 
National Statistics said. 

The overall figure was down on the 
previous winter when there were an 
estimated 26,800 excess deaths in 
England and Wales. 

There were more cold weather- 
related deaths in women than men. 

The ONS said excess winter mor¬ 
tality for 2011/12 was highest in 
London. In the previous winter it was 
highest in Wales. Last winter, Wales 
recorded one of the lowest levels of 
excess winter mortality, second only 
to the North East of England. 


HOUSEHOLDERS whose 
homes and cars were 
damaged by a factory fire are 
calling on bosses of the firm 
not to rebuild near their prop¬ 
erties. 

Residents have started putting 
together a petition calling on Sandwell 
Council to stop Alcohols Ltd from 
rebuilding the Oldbury factory, which 
was destroyed in the fire last week. 


They are also calling for a full health 
and safety review to be carried out and 
want the firm to announce what proce¬ 
dures they had in place to deal with a 
major incident. 

Supermarket worker and Sandwell 
councillor Jayne Wilkinson has set up 
the petition which is calling on the 
company not to rebuild near their 
homes. 

Father of two Darren O’Neill of Vic¬ 
arage Street is also backing the cam¬ 
paign. 


The electrician’s house backs on to 
the site, and he said: “We definitely do 
not want it rebuilt, but I am not sure 
whether a petition will be enough to 
stop it. 

“If it is rebuilt I want assurances that 
it will be safe, and all the relevant 
health and safety regulations and pro¬ 
cedures are being followed. 

“No-one has been round to talk to us 
at all about what happened.” 

Mr O’Neill said he wanted company 
bosses to hold a meeting with residents. 


Karen Whitehouse, aged 32, of Avery 
Myers Close, said she was planning to 
distribute the petitions. She said: “I 
definitely don’t want it rebuilt. We 
can’t risk something like that again. 

“We also don’t know what sort of 
chemicals went up in smoke. Since the 
fire, I have had a headache and a blood¬ 
shot eye. I don’t know whether that had 
anything to do with the chemicals 
released during the fire.” 

The firm said it was too early to 
confirm any action it would take.

Campaign

Hopefuls aim to shine 
a new star is born 


O n Saturday, August 18, 2012, a 
few million hearts sank. The X 
Factor was back, which meant 
summer was over, and by the time the 
series finished, Christmas would 
almost be on us. 

Did we really need another three- 
and-a-half month talent search looking 
for the next One Direction or Leona 
Lewis? Did we have to put up with 18 
weekends dominated by the show 
which dominated primetime Saturdays 
and Sundays on ITV? 

Some people thought we didn’t, 
because the show launched with the 
lowest ratings since 2006, and later 
started losing viewers to rival show 
Strictly Come Dancing.

But if familiarity had bred contempt, 
there was no denying TXF’s class of 
2012 did a great job of making up for 
the ad breaks and Dermot O’Leary 
hurrying the judges for an answer on 


Sunday nights (despite having padded 
out the results show for the past 55 
minutes). 

Thousands of wannabe stars 
entered the auditions stage between 
May 23 and June 25, but only 211 
reached boot camp. The shortlist was 
eventually whittled down to 13 finalists. 
Carolynne Poole, Melanie Masson, 
MK1 and Jade Ellis were voted out in 
the first four weeks, while Lucy 
Spraggan dropped out in week five 
due to ill health. 

That same week we also said 
goodbye to Kye Sones, who failed to 
win over the masses, and by week 
six, boy band District 3 were shown 
the door.

Clark (voted out on November 25) 
and James Arthur. 

Now the real questions are: how are 
the producers going to make a 
glorified sing-off between three people 
last two hours? 

Can we get through the Manchester- 
based finale without any judge using 
the phrase “My act has been on a real 
journey”? 

And will Dermot give us one last 
dance of the series before the set is 
packed up for another year? 

All shall be revealed as Tulisa, Gary 
Barlow, Louis Walsh and Nicole 
Scherzinger take to the stage, while 
I’m A Celebrity... bosses consider 
what trials they could put Rylan 
though next year if he decamps to the 
jungle. 

Whatever happens, it should be 
‘Jahmazing’ - as long as you pre¬ 
record the first hour, fast-forward 
through the recaps, and then watch 
Sunday’s results live.

COULD they not have agreed on 
the outcome beforehand and 
saved us all a lot of trouble? 

That way, we could have all got some 
Christmas shopping done or, even better, 
watched England thrash the All Blacks, 
writes Martin Swain. 

Because Albion v Stoke at The Hawthorns 
is the Groundhog Day of football fixtures, 
treading the same tedious path each year 
towards the same conclusion - the Baggies, 
driven to despair by their failure to break 
down one of the Premier League’s most 
unforgiving defences, coughing up a late 
chance from which Tony Pulis’ team take all 
three points. 

What will hurt Albion more this time is 
that a second successive defeat plays into 
the lobby of opinion which argues that their 
early-season position is false and cannot 
possibly be maintained.

It is up to Steve Clarke and his players to 
present an argument against that over the 
next few weeks but, from the peak point of 
that victory at Sunderland which took the 
team third, Albion have been outplayed by 
Swansea and squeezed into submission by 
this familiar bear hug from the Potteries. 

Stoke’s game has moved on, thankfully, 
from the days of the Rory Delap long throw 
but it is still a grim force of nature and even 
the best Albion team for more than 30 years 
could make nothing of it. 

For the first time this season, The 
Hawthorns fans departed having failed to 
see their team land a punch of any signifi¬ 
cance on an opposition keeper until Asmir 
Begovic defied Graham Dorrans from 
Albion’s best effort for an equaliser, seven 
minutes from the end. It didn’t matter what 
Clarke’s men conjured up to that point, 
Stoke’s massed ranks of defiance beat it. 

The head coach was right to accentuate the 
positives of Albion’s position after the game. 


Clarke will also save time for a personal 
‘debrief’ and question the wisdom of the 
rotations which have back-fired since the 
Stadium of Light illuminated Albion’s 
profile. 

After a couple of changes at Swansea, 
Clarke opted for six against Stoke. Albion 
may have a fund of inter-changeable and 
creative players but against Stoke they 
never quite found the cohesion and rhythm 
that is their forte. 

The most notable absence was James 
Morrison’s, who was given a breather on the 
bench, offering the under-used Markus 
Rosenberg a first Premier League start. 

You had to feel a little for the Swede - all 
season he has waited to catch a break and 
when he does, he’s got Ryan Shawcross and 
Robert Huth waiting for him. It was a diffi¬ 
cult game for Rosenberg and not one which 
will advance his case for future opportuni¬ 


ties, especially as Shane Long appeared to 
spend the game wondering where his 
regular attacking partner was. 

It is difficult to know where Albion’s 
labours end and Stoke’s jar head discipline 
begins because the wall of red and white 
shirts that thwarted every advance refuses 
to be budged from its business. 

Even the introduction of Peter 
Odemwingie, bringing extra pace down one 
flank and a further capacity for the unex¬ 
pected amid Stoke’s penalty area gridlock, 
could not do the trick. 

And the gamble you take with 
Odemwingie as a wide player would be a 
feature in the game’s deciding moment - 
although not the only one. 

I wonder what caused Jonas Olsson, 
Albion’s most dependable of defenders, to 
suffer such a fateful lapse of concentration 
in the 75th minute. 


My money would be on the frustration 
brought about by Stoke’s stubborn tenacity 
but instead of clearing to Row Z another 
‘lump it and chase’ offering, gamely pursued 
by Kenwyne Jones, a mithered Olsson tried 
to keep the ball in play. It was a rash if 
understandable snap of patience. 

Michael Kightly, having advanced beyond 
Odemwingie in support of Jones, gobbled up 
the stray clearance and quickly plonked it 
into an Olsson-free area for Dean White- 
head to sweep home. It was Stoke’s only 
meaningful effort on target all afternoon 
but one which will continue to justify the 
unremitting Pulis game plan. 

There was time for that one effort from 
Dorrans and a chance to consider the posi¬ 
tives for Albion, the outstanding form of 
Youssouf Mulumbu and return of Steven 
Reid among them. But I’d rather have been 
watching the All Blacks getting flayed.
